WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
fed eral gov ernment’s 
sty leset- 
ters d eftly skirt the battle of the 
hemline for women in u niform. 


The gov ernment d ip lomatical­ 
ly eschews the ru ler or the tap e. 
Instead it u ses su ch negotiable 
gu id elines 
as 
“ good 
taste,” 
“ conserv ativ ely 
fashionable” 
and “ ad ju sted to cu rrent sty les 
bu t not ex treme.” 


Those 
are 
the 
skirt-length 
ed icts of the military serv ices, 
Post Office Dep artment, Gener­ 
al Serv ices Ad ministration and 


Na tio na l Pa rk Serv ice who ha v e 
gals in unifo rm. 
At the GSA, which p rescribes 
u niforms for women elev ator 
op erators in gov ernment bu ild ­ 
ings, officials aren’t abou t to be 
hemmed in by the hemline. 
“Du e to flu ctu ations of sty le, 
we try to maintain a sty lish 
length and a u niform look,” said 
one male GSA official. 
The Park Serv ice has d rop p ed 
its regu lation that a girl’s hem­ 
line cou ld be no more than one 
inch abov e the floor when she is 
kneeling. 


The Post Office has gone mod 
in a few locations to p romote 
u se of the fiv e-d iget ZIP cod e. It 
has emp loy ed girls to aid cu s­ 
tomers in Lou isv ille, Memp his 
and Cincinnati Post Office lob­ 
bies as “Miss Zip s”—and their 
skirts are fou r inches abov e the 
knee. 
Other female p ostal workers 
abid e by the ed ict to “d ress ap ­ 
p rop riately from the stand p oint 
of ap p earance and safety .” 
For the women in the military 
serv ices, hemlines are all close 
neighbors to the kneecap s. 


For women 
Marines, 
*Tt*s 
conv entional sweep and length 
and ad ju sted to cu rrent sty les 
bu t not ex trem e,” say s Lt. Col. 
M argaret Brewer, d ep u ty d irec­ 
tor. That d ictu m cu rrently is in­ 
terp reted as mid -knee. 
“ Of cou rse we d o 
keep re­ 
ev alu ating ou r regu lation. A few 
y ears ago it was mid -calf,” she 
say s. 
For women in the Air Force, 
it’s no lower than the bottom of 
the kneecap and no higher than 
the top of the kneecap . For

Q—My doctors says my blood 
uric acid level is high. What 
does this mean and what can 
be done al>out it? 


-This usually means gout. 
It is caused by a failure of the 
body to eliminate uric acid in 
the urine. Like diabetes, gout 
is an inborn error of metabo­ 
lism. It is not caused by high 
living as was once believed. 
With modern drugs, this disease 
can be controlled but not cured. 


q—What are the symptoms of 
gout? How serious is it? Is it 
hereditary? 
A—When uric acid crystals 
are deposited in a joint, usually 
in the big toe. there is redness, 
swelling and acute pain. Small 
skin tumors (tophi) consisting 
of the same crystals may form, 
especially in the ex ternal ear. 
Chronic 
gout. 
inadequately 
treated, may lead 
to 
serious 
kidney damage. Heredity is one 
of the causative factors. 
Q—I 
have 
gouty 
arthritis. 
Please list the foods that are 
high in purines. 
A—Persons with gout should 
avoid such purine-rich foods as 
glandular cuts of meat (kidney, 
liver and sweetbreads), 
meat 
ex tracts (bouillon cubes), shell­ 
fish, fowl and lentils. To a les­ 
ser degree, purines are found 
in asparagus, cauliflower, kid­ 
ney beans, navy beans, lima 


beans, mushrooms, spinach, rye 
bread, graham crackers, whole 
wheat bread, shredded wheat 
and other wheat cereals. 
0 —What are the best drugs 
for gout? What are their side 
effects? 
A—The basic drug is colchi­ 
cine. The dosage required to 
control the disease often causes 
nausea and diarrhea. Probene­ 
cid (Benemid) may cause nau­ 
sea. headache and a rash. Allo- 
purinol (Zyloprim) may cause 
liver damage and should not be 
taken with iron salts. Persons 
who take it should have periodic 
liver-function tests. 
()—The diuretic pills 1 
am 
taking for high blood pressure 
have caused gout. Would allo- 
purinol work belter than probe­ 
necid? 
The 
latter upsets my 
stomach. 
A—The water pills have not 
caused your gout but may have 
triggered an attack. Allopurinol 
works better than probenecid 
for some but not all persons 
with gout. Both drugs work best 
when given with colchicine. 
Q—1 have been taking Cou­ 
madin for five years and have 
been losing my hair ever since 
I started. Is there another anti­ 
coagulant that doesn’t have this 
side effect? 
A—Although there are other 
anticoagulants, 
they 
all 
may 
cause loss of hair.

Ftha) Uinwaho 
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Strike Back at Car 


By DON OAKLEY 
The California Senate pulled a fast 
one the other day when no one was look­ 
ing. By an ov erwhelming v ote of 26 to 5, 
it passed a bill that would outlaw auto­ 
mobiles with gasoline-powered internal 
combustion engines in the state as of 
J an. 1, 197 5 
Most prominent among those who 
weren’t looking were automobile indus­ 
try lobby ists and spokesmen for oil and 
gasoline interests, who did not ev en 
bother to testify against the ridiculous 
bill in committee. J olted by the surpris­ 
ing v ote, they can be ex pected to correct 
their dereliction when the bill comes up 
for consideration in the Assembly . 
The chances are practically nil that 
the lower chamber will pass, and the 
gov ernor will sign, such a drastic meas­ 
ure into law. But California, the most 
pollution-conscious state in the nation, 
has serv ed striking notice on Detroit that 
it had better begin knuckling down in 
earnest to engineer a pollution-free in­ 
ternal combustion engine or an entirely 
different successor to it. 
Ev en if Detroit does achiev e the for­ 
mer goal, or ev en if California slides into 
the ocean, as fortune tellers are confi­ 
dent it will momentarily , the day s of 
the gasoline engine may be numbered 
any way . Not only are alternativ e ty pes 
of power freer of pollution, but they are 
more efficient. 
These 
alternativ es 
include 
steam, 
electricity and gas turbines, with more 
and more attention being giv en to the 
first. 
The U.S. Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare has just awarded a 
contract to Thermo Electron Corp. of 
Waltham, Mass., to design a practical 
steam engine for use in automobiles. 
Engineer and industrialist William P. 
Lear is reportedly pouring millions into 
dev elopment of a steam car, and the 
auto companies hav e their own research 
projects, about which they say v ery little. 


The automobile industry ’s lack of en­ 
thusiasm is understandable. A switch­ 
ov er from gasoline to steam, or whatev er 
prov es to be most feasible, would entail 
the most massiv e retooling program in 
its history . The industry is not going to 
embark upon it until it has to, probably 
as the result of a California-ty pe ultima­ 
tum from the federal gov ernment. 
In the end, howev er, the automakers 
would still be making automobiles, just 
as they alway s hav e. But what about 
the giant oil industry , which would stand 
to lose billions in gasoline sales? 
The answer may be surprising. 
In the opinion of at least one Cali­ 
fornia oil company official, “ the dev elop­ 
ment of a steam-powered automobile 
would be a wonderful thing. Petroleum 
is a fantastic source of v aluable chemi­ 
cal by -products. Using it in cars is like 
burning fine hardwood in a fireplace in­ 
stead of making furniture out of it.” 
The market for petroleum products 
other than gasoline is growing ev ery 
y ear, just as is the market for chemical 
deriv ativ es from coal. 
Nev ertheless, an abrupt demise of the 
gasoline automobile would be a shat­ 
tering and costly ex perience, not only 
for the oil industry but for serv ice sta­ 
tion operators and the manufacturers of 
an array of related products. All of them 
will fight it. 
A more reasonable prospect is for a 
gradual changeov er, a period of compe­ 
tition in the coming decade between pol­ 
lution-free gasoline cars and steam cars 
or electric cars, or perhaps among all 
three.
